Leo Diegel is unorthodox as can be, 


both in driving and putting. Diegel 
does something that all teachers of 
golf will tell a pupil not to do. He 
drops his left shoulder in the back- 
swing.

Laffoon's weight is evenly distributed 
on. his feet.

years. He is the greatest shot saver 
in the game.

He could be one of 
the world's most superlative golfers if 
he were a good niblick player.

Only his temperament is 
against him. In the last few years 
Cooper has cut down on his long 
backswing. 


"Wiffy Cox is a splendid plugfier. 


He is one of the leading wood club 
and long-iron players, particularly for- 
midable on a long course.

"When Tommy Armour makes up 


his mind to turn in really outstanding 
golf, he is capable of playing it, but 
he can't seem to bear down all the 
year around like the top flight young- 
er players. 


"Bobby Cruickshank is a beautiful 


hitter, with exceptionally elegant ac- 
tion through the ball area.

"Sarazen is the most dangerous man 


who has played in national champion- 
ships since Jones retired. He partici- 
pated in little tournament golf in 1934, 
engaging only in major meetings, but 
his showing in the National Open, 
when he looked like acertain winner 
with only eipht holes remaining, again 
proved that he is the entrant who 
must be beaten in the biggest event 
c£ all."

Early Feed Crop 


Urged in Nevada 


Spring Oats Recommend- 


ed by Nevada County

an early crop of feed this spring, states i 
J. L. Hiler, Nevada county agent, as! 
never before. Careful attention to the; 
management of these early crops, andj 
to the variety used will pay dividends 
in increased yields and relief from 
exorbiant feed .bills. 


The first crop to be considered for 


early feed it, of course, spring oats. 
Variieties used should be of Red Rust- 
proof type, such as the Fulghum andj 
Burt. Usually the northern varieties 
are late, apt to suffer from rust and 
are only light yiclders, though they 
are sometimes used for hay to a good, 
advantage. 


It should be remembered that poor 


preparation of land and poor land it-j 
scelf cannot be offset by the use ot'j 
larger amounts of seed. Poor land re- I 
[itires more seed for a good stand! 
han good land, for the oats will stool | 
more on the better land. Experiment 
tation results recommend the use of; 
not less than two bushels per acre on 
my land. 


Barnyard manure is the best ferti- 
izer obtainable for the use of oats. 
't should be disked or harrowed in 
well before seeding. Commerical fer- 
tilizers are profitable on most soil 
ypes, the nitrate giving the greatest 
results although the apppication, of 
superphosphate and potash will in- 
jrease the yields from 75 to 150 pounds 
of nitrate should be applied just ns 
the main growth starts in the spring. 
Oats planted on land used for cot- 
ton the previous year where the cot- 
ton was fertilized, uses some of the 
residue fertilizer and gives good re- 
sults. 


The use of oats as a feed crop should 


be fitted in with every farm rotation 
both because of the quality of feed 
produced and the surencss of the 
crop. 
Another crop to be considered for 


early feed \s an early maturing corn 
variety such as Minneasota 13 or the 
Funk's 90 day corn. An early planting 
of cowpeas for hay should be made. 
The use of an eaarly variety of .sor- 
ghum planted as soon as danger of 
frosts is over wil help the feed sit- 
uation a great deal. With pastures se- 
verely injured by the drouth last sum- 
met, it is highly probable that a soil- 
ing, or green feed crop wil be needed | 
this surner to supplement pastures in 
order to maintain our dairy cows and 
work stock. On the better soils where 
fertilizer is used, sudan grass makes 
one of the best and quickest feed 
:rops that can be grown.
